PARIS, March 28 (AP)—Soviet 
Russia took a step toward the 
Western viewpoint today in the 
four-power deputies’ meetings, 
with a redraft of a disputed 
agenda item. 


Soviet Vice Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko dropped his in- 
sistence on considering German 
demilitarization as a separate sub- 
ject in any future Big Four for- 
eign ministers’ conference. 


He also dropped his previous 
references to the Potsdam agree- 
ment of 1945 as the necessary 
basis for further East-West dis- 
cussion. The Western powers 
maintain that Russian actions in 
Eastern Europe have made Pots- 
dam obsolete.

Since the United Nations ap-

concentrate large masses of troops 
before thev could again attack 
the South Koreans. 

Weuld Be Better Targets. 

This would make their men and 
material better targets for the 
land forces of the South Koreans 
and the air and sea power of the 
United States, .which would be 
based on Japan, Okinawa and 
other nearby islands under Amer- 
ican control. 

“Operation Killer” has already 
brought U.N. forces to the Thirty- 
eighth Parallel, and Gen. Mac- 
Arthur has announced that they 


will cross it if the tactical situa- 


tion requires it.

During World War II there was 
an anecdote about a Chinese in 
the United States who gloated 
over the daily casualty reports 
showing about 1000 Chinese dead 
to every 50 Japanese. When 
asked what he found so happy in 
such grim reports, he smiled and 
said, “Today 1000 Chinese dead 
to 50 Japs; yesterday 1000 Chi- 
nese, 45 Japs; tomorrow 1000 
Chinese, 60 Japs—pretty soon, no 
more Japs.” : 

A war of attrition on the main- 
land of China might find the 
United States in the same fix as 
the Japanese. Since Gen. Ridg- 
way began his “limited offensive” 
in January, the Reds have lost 
about 225,000 troops, _ killed, 
wounded or capturec. Since No- 
vember. they have suffered 60 
per cent of their total casualties. 
Can they sustain such a constant 
erosion of their manpower? 

Chinese vital statistics, unrell- 


able as they are, give one answer 


: 


—they probably can. The 1948 
census estimate by the Chinese 
Nationalist Government was 
roughly 465,000,000. The Chi- 
nese birthrate is between 45 and 
50 per 1000 of population. By 
simple calculation, a population 
of 400,000,000 and a birthrate of 
50 per 1000 would give a total 
yearly birth of 20,000,000, or 55,- 
000 a day. If half of these were 
males, there would be more than 
25,000 potential soldiers born 
every day. 
Even now, millions of Chinese 
are reaching the fighting age

$1,400,000,000 PAID TO IDLE 
IN '50, DROP OF $400,000,000 


WASHINGTON, March 28 (AP) | 
«The state jobless insurance | 
systems paid out $1,400,000 to idle 
workers last year, the Department 
of Labor reported today. That 
was $400,000,000 less than in 1949. 

The number receiving unem- 
ployment insurance payments also 
dropped from 7,400,000 to 1949 to 
5,200,000 in 1950. The average 
weekly benefit hit a record high 
of $20.76, however. Payment 
rates vary according to state laws. 

Another record also was set in 
1950 in the number of workers 
covered by state unemployment 
insurance laws. The total reached 
34,800,000 in December and their 
wages amounted to a record peak 
of about $100,000,000,000.

Way will reveal the carcass of 
some animal which has been the 
victim of an automobile. The kill 
is not confined to small game 
alone, for more than 40 deer were 
killed in Missouri by autos in 
1940. many of them along the 
winding Ozark roads. Tell-tale 
flocks of carridn-crows traverse 
the air lanes above the highway 
and their sharp eyes quickly de- 
tect the kill, their voracious appe- 
tites making: rapid disposal of the 
remains. 

This highway mortality has 
gradually changed the feeding 
habits of Blackie the Crow and 


seldom does he raid the farmers’ | 


young corn, as in the days of yore. 
having become carnivorous in- 


stead of vegetarian due to the ex- | 
cessive killing of wildlife on the | 


highways. 
Kept an Accurate Count. 

A district engineer of the high- 
way department in seven Pennsy!l- 
vania counties kept a 10-year rec- 
ord of dead animals and birds 
killed by motor vehicles from 1941 
to 1950, inclusive, and the figures 
are a revelation to any and all 
who are interested in the con- 
servation of wildlife. This slaugh- 
ter data was confined to the 4095 
miles of state highways in District 
No. 1 located in northwestern 
Pennsylvania and includes only 
the counties of Erie, Warren, 


Crawford, Forest, Mercer, Venan- | 


go and Lawrence. 

The number of animals and 
birds removed is not an estimate, 
but an actual count made by the 
department of caretakers which 
removes the bodies and reports 
through the department mainte- 
nance superintendents to the dis- 
trict engineer's office in Franklin, 
where the annual report is com- 
piled. The figures do not make 
any allowance for escaped crip- 
ples or for bodies removed by 
carrion eaters, or by sources qpt- 
side the highway department. 

Eighteen species of wildlife 
were included in the mortality list 
with the rabbit population being 
reduced 82,286 in number over the 
10-year period. The 1950 rabbit 
kill was 11,367, or nearly a thou- 
sand each month in these seven 
counties. Opossum were next: 
17,028 over the 10-year period, 
with 4705 acounted for in 1950. 
Skunks numbering 11,994 were 
killed—and, no doubt, 11,994 driv- 
ers immediately took a solemn 
pledge never to strike another 
animal with their automobiles! 
One hundred fifty-seven deer 
were killed during 1950 and 644 
over the 10 years. If these 644 
deer had been permitted to live 
and reproduce, they would have 
produced a herd that would have 
furnished ‘thousands of hunters 
with meat and sport. Even bears 
fell victim to the onslaught, two 
having been found dead on the 
roadside in 1943. Ringneck 
pheasants led the list of game 
birds—2376 over the 10-year pe- 
riod, and 586 in 1950—with 
grouse, woodcock, and quail suf- 
fering fewer roadside fatalities in 
the order named. 

19,667 Killed Last Year. 

A grand total of 125,460 game 
birds and animals were killed in 
this small Pennsylvania sector 
over the 10-year period. In 1950 
a total of 19,667 were killed. If 
this is indicative of the over-all 
condition of the entire United 
States, then game is taking a ter- 
rific beating from a source which 
recognizes no season or bag 
limits. Some of these fatalities 
are unavoidable but many of them 
are done with malicious intent. 
Some drivers will actually swerve 
their cars to kill game instead of 
slackening their speed in an ef- 
fort to avoid the passing animal. 

Many zany ideas have been 
made to game technicians and 
highway departments to prevent 
this slaughter. Small-mesh woven 
wire fences paralleling all high- 
ways have been suggested, and 
some havé gone so far as to rec- 
ommend that underpasses be 
built, spaced a mile or so apart, 
so that wildlife might travel in 
safety! Such suggestions are, of 
course, absurd and without merit. 
The only solution is_ that 
the automobile operators, them- 
selves. be brought to realize that 
game is certainly an expendable 
crop.

How Atomic Furnace Works. 

An atomic furnace is a heavily 
walled-in room or compartment 
in which a chain reaction is tak- 
ing place. Atoms are being split 
at a regular rate of so many per 
second or minute. 

Every time an atom splits if 
emits an average of 2.4 neutro 
hard little particles which fly 
to split other atoms and thus 
make a continuing chain reaction 
possible. But only one neutron 
per split can be used to split am 
| other atom in a controlled reao 
tion. Otherwise the number of 
splits per second would increase 
and the chain reaction would be 
out of control. . 

Consequently, in a controlled 
chain reaction there are both 
working neutrons and spare new 
trons, with the spares the most 
numerous. If certain materials

The Knauff Case Ruling 


The great issue in the citizenship case of Elien 
Knauff has not been the question of her guilt or 
innocence as a “security risk.” The great issue 
has been the need, for more than two years, for 
@ public hearing at which the question of the 
guilt or innocence of this German war bride 
could be investigated and determined. 

Such a hearing has now been held. Mrs. 
Knauff has been confronted with seemingly 
credible witnesses who have testified against 
her. Under oath they testified that while an 
employe of the United States forces in Germany 


she was an agent of the Czech Government; that — 


she had a code name, Kobyla; that she delivered 
information te the Czech mission at Frankfurt; 
that on one occasion she passed on information 
that the United States had a decoding machine, 
that on another she reported that wires at the 
Czech mission were being tapped. 

As a consequence of this hearing, the special 
three-man board has ruled against Mrs. Knauff. 
Her “parole” has been revoked and she has been 
returned to Ellis Island for detention by immi- 
gration authorities. 

. s . 

There doubtless will be those who will chal- 
lenge the validity of the testimony against her. 
They will say that much of the evidence is hear- 
say and not conclusive. They will point to ad- 
mission by the chief witness that Mrs. Knauff 
did not personally give him any information. 

Admission to citizenship is not an alien's 
right. It is a privilege that an alien may enjoy. 
The United States sets the conditions on which 
this privilege is accorded. In a criminal case an 
accused person is presumed innocent until 
proved guilty. In a citizenship case the burden 
of proof is on the applicant to remove any sus- 
picion of guilt. It is clear that the testimony at 
the Knauff hearing has created, at the very 
least, a suspicion of guilt. 

Mrs. Knauff replies to the ruling that she 
should be excluded by denying the testimony 
against her. She says she will appeal to the 
Commissioner of Immigration and if necessary 
to the Immigration Review Board and to the 
courts again. Plainly these appeals are open to 
her now that the special hearing has been held. 

Moreover, there is the possibility that the 
House committee, before which Representative 
Walter's bill to admit her is now pending, will 
conduct its own hearing. If such a hearing is 
held, the committee could subpena the same 
witnesses and cross-examine them more effec- 
tively than Mrs. Knauff’s lawyer was able to do. 
If a House hearing is held and additional testi- 
mony is obtained—either for or against her— 
from the same witnesses or from new witnesses 
or as to why the hearing was not held a year 
ago—then so much the better.

As the case stands now, Ellen Knauff has had 
her day at a public hearing. She has met her 
accusers and had the benefit of a lawyer to 
assist her in the proceedings. She has not been 
able to establish her innocence. Were there no 
opportunity for appeal she would now be re- 
quired to go back to Germany. 


Citizens may weil wonder why the Department 
of Justice, first under Tom C. Clark and then 
under J. Howard McGrath, chose not to hold a 
public hearing many months ago. They may 
well wonder why two Attorneys General seemed 
to prefer instead to compile a record with all 
too many aspects of the Star Chamber. 

The great issue, we repeat, has been the open 
hearing. The fight for justice in this case is 
Jarger than the fate of Ellen Knauff. Now that 
this hearing has been held, Congress should pass 
Mr. Walter's bill to fix the hearing as a part of 
all citizenship proceedings. 

If any applicant for admission is denied a 
hearing, there is always the possibility that a 
grave injustice may be done to an innocent per- 
son who knocks at our door.

Enemy to Ally 

The central fact of the proposed Japanese 
peace treaty is that it would turn an enemy 
into an ally. As London cables make clear, the 
treaty would put no limit on Japan's rearming. 
So far as the treaty goes, Japan's new army, 
navy and air force-may be as big as the Japa- 
nese can make them. 


The chief protection against the aggressive 
use of such forces is a reference to Article Two 
of the United Nations Charter. This calls on 
UN members to settle their differences peace- 
fully, and to renounce the use of force except 
in support of the UN itself. How much reliance 
may be put on Article Two in our kind of a 
world must, perforce, be an open -question. 


Obviously, there is little thought in the 
mind of John Foster Dulies, the negotiator of 
the treaty, that Japanese arms will be turned 
against the United States. Further reassurance 
on this point is the fact that the treaty permits 
unlimited continuance of American military oc- 
cupation of Japan. On top of that, a military 
pact between the United States and Japan is 
being arranged. 

The Russians and the Chinese Communists, 
of course, object to the whole arrangement. But 
they are hardly in a position to stop it. This 
peace is going to be declared between Japan. 
the United States and the other nations involved 
in the war. If the Russians and the Chinese do 
not want to join in this process, that is up to 
them. 

Great Britain, Australia, New Zealand and 
the Philippines, however, also have some doubts 
about

Gen. MacArthur's Intervention 

Senator Knowland'’s heated charge that the 
State Department has “undermined the position” 
of Gen. .MacArthur makes it the more urgent 
that a clarifying statement come from Wash- 
ington with respect to Gen. MacArthur's area of 
responsibility. 

The new confusion was precipitated when 
Gen. MacArthur said last week that if the U.N. 
should decide to attack Chinese mainiand bases 
and coastal areas, the result would be “disaster 
for Red China.” The State Department would 
assume no responsibility for this remark and 
now it is reported that Gen. MacArthur has 
been asked to clear with Washington all future 
statements of this kind. 

Why did Gen. MacArthur not clear this one? 
Obviously, he did not have Washington support 
for it. Neither did he have authority from Lake 
Success. Thus, he was twice out of bounds. He 
was dealing in a political and diplomatic field 
without the approval of either the United States 
Government or the U.N. 

His remarks could be read as a threat that the 
mainland of China would be invaded if the Com- 
munists did not accept his offer to discuss peace. 
Certainly that is the way most of our allies in 
the United Nations interpreted it. And in their 
eyes, it is merely the most recent salvo in what 
looks to them like a continuing sniping cam- 
paign from Tokyo to pressure the U.N. into 
doing what Gen. MacArthur thinks ought to be 
done. 

The time he picked for his most recent ven- 
ture into making the free world’s foreign policy 
was particularly unfortunate. It came just when 
the 14 nations whose troops are fighting aggres- 
sion in Korea were drawing up a statement of 
peace aims for presentation to Peiping. 

What the statement may say has not been an- 
nounced, but it can be assumed that one of the 
things it is likely to contain is a reaffirmation 
of the U.N. decision to discuss Formosa and 
Chinese representation in the U.N. after a truce 
has been achieved in Korea. Yet Gen. Mac- 
Arthur went out of his way to pinpoint those 
subjects as extraneous to the Korean war. 

It also can be assumed that the effect of his 
statement will be to undercut the impact of the 
forthcoming joint allied declaration, and raise 
doubts throughout the world as to what the free 
world’s aims really are—those officially an- 
nounced, or those of the commander in the field. 

This latest trouble over a MacArthur state- 
ment must be seen in the context of recent 
history. It cannot be separated from the highly 
unfortunate episode of the political message to 
the V.F.W. encampment—a message which came 
close to insubordination. It cannot be viewed 
apart from the Wake Island conference after 
which President Truman said that he and Gen. 
MacArthur saw in effect eve to eye. 

Official Washington and Gen. MacArthur's 
headquarters are not eye to eye on what they 
would say about Communist China and the Chi- 
nese mainland. This is still a problem for the 
Truman Administration. 

The State Department is the branch of the 
Government which is responsible for our foreign 
relations. Gen. MacArthur’s responsibility is 
the conduct of the military operations in Korea. 
When these two responsibilities impinge higher 
authority must enter In and those higher author- 
ities are the White House and the United 
Nations.

As one of the stars of Senator Kefauver's tele- 
vision roadshow, Senator Tobey may be sus- 
pected of touting his own metier when he sug- 
gests that other congressional proceedings be 
televised.

» powerful agency of education on national issues, 


and if that power could be extended to a wide 
audience through television the effect might be 
an incalculable gain in public awareness. 

There is something about the question-and- 
answer technique of the committee hearing 
which rivets the attention of people who read a 
newspaper or listen to the radio with only a 
partial dedication of their faculties. Under able 
chairmanship, televised hearings on the princi- 
pal items of legislation before Congress might 
immensely increase public understanding of the 
issues and so contribute to a more articulate 
public opinion. 

Few hearings, of course, would present such 
an absorbing subject matter as the Kefauver 
committee had to deal with. Most of them 
would lack the universal appeal of the cops-and- 
robbers theme, and the dramatic impact of per- 
sonified evil clashing with personified good. 
But it is just possible that the hearing technique 
applied to less sensational but equally important 
subjects might bring the people closer to their 
Congress. We would like to see it tried,

Air Raid Drills for the Schools 

In setting up a civil defense plan for the St. 
Louis public schools, the Board of Education is 
coming to grips with what is, we think, the No. 
1 aspect of the community-wide endeavor to 
prepare against the possibility of air raids. 

The Board's proposal to establish a warning 
system and to require drills in all the schools 
are 'earnests that it intends to go about the busi- 
ness in a forthright and practical manner. 

There is no reason to hold back for fear of 
frightening the children. -New York public 
school children said at The New York Times 
Youth Forum earlier this month that most of 
them have some “fear and apprehension” about 
an atomic bomb attack but that they are not dis- 
turbed by practice drills in their schools. In 
other words, they have sense enough to know 
that while they may be afraid of the danger, as 
long as it exists the sensible course is to take 
preparations to minimize its possible hazard. 

Parents, too, will be brought into the schools’ 
programs, we hope. They might set awry many 
a carefully laid plan by excited and ill-advised 
actions if they also did not know what actions 
they were to take—and not take—in the event 
a raid occurred during school hours. 

While we sympathize with the New York High 
School Teachers association in its objection to 
compulsory Red Cross first aid courses for 
teachers, we should think most teachers in St. 
Louis would want to take—or refresh them- 
selves on—ihe course. To make it available to 
them, at least, should be part of the civil defense 
program in the schools.

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The Dead Return From Korea

While America debates how long youth must serve, a transport 
brings back those who died in Korea; they gave all the time they 
had; questions about Korean war are many, but one answer is 
brighter hope for peace; “nobody dies in vain who dies for freedom. ™

When the transport Gen. G. M. Randall 
steamed through the Golden Gate into the 
harbor of San Francisco she brought with 
her the first of the American dead to 
come back from Korean battlefields. 

They came without distinction of race 
or rank. The body of Maj. Gen. Bryant E. 
Moore, commander of the Ninth Corps, 
lies beside that of a private. These men 
now have one thing forevermore in com- 
mon: they belong to the great army of 
those who have laid down their lives for 
a cause. 

We are now debating how much time a 
young man should give to the service of 
his country. These gave all the time they 
had. For them there will be no discharge. 
They will be carried on the rolls forever 
—they and the others who have perished 
in Korea. 

There are and will be many questions 
to ask about Korea. What shall be done 
about the famous Parallel? How shall 
democracy and prosperity be made secure 
in any part of Korea? How long must the 
blood-letting continue?’ 

What place will this peninsula, remote 
from us and from our normal interests, 
have in the history of our time? 


| 


We cannot answer those questions. They 
will not be answered as the Gen. Randall 
with her half-masted flags comes to her 
pier. But this we do know: nobody dies 
in vain when he lays down his life for 
freedom, in defense of his home or in the 
uttermost parts of the earth. 

The people of Western Europe can feel 
more secure because this sacrifice was 
made. The struggles of the people of 
Southeast Asia outside the Communist 
darkness have been reinforced by the 
work these men did and in which they 
died. 

The hope for peace is brighter because 
men from free countries, not only Ameri- 
cans but others, went far from home to 
suffer wounds and death for freedom. 

The flag of the United Nations may 
come down to half-mast when all the dead 
of all the nations that participated in the 
Korean defense are commemorated, but 
there need be no flag at half-smast for 
the United Nations itself. It now speaks 
with strength as well as solemn pride. 

The Randall comes in sorrow hut in 
hope too. She can be a symbol of a day 
now faintly dawning when such funeral 
voyages will be no longer necessary. 


Chapultepec and La Prensa 


From Editor and Publisher 


On April 4, 1945, the Government of 
Argentina—the Government of Peron—re- 
luctantly signed the “Act of Chapultepec.” 
worked out at a meeting of the Inter- 
American nations in Mexico City in March. 
Part of that Act was a resolution on free- 
dom of information. 

Unfortunately, this was a recommenda- 
tion and was not binding on the signa- 
tories. We doubted at the time that Ar- 
gentina ever intended to abide by the prin- 
ciples expressed. In the closing of La 
Prensa of Buenos Aires, that prediction 
has come true. 

The resolution acknowledged that “truth 
is the enemy of tyranny” and stated that 
“freedom of communication of thought, oral 
as well as written, is the essential condi- 
tion to the development of a watchful pub- 
lic opinion throughout the world to guard 
against any attempt at aggression.” 

Admitting that “it is one of the funda- 
mental lessons of the present world war 
that there can be no freedom, peace, or 
security where men are not assured of 
free access to the truth through various 
media of public information,” the resolu- 
tion of Chapultepec “recommended”: 


“1, That the American republics recog- 
nize their essential obligations te guar- 


antee to their people free and impartial 
access, to sources of information; 

“2. That with this assurance in view they 
undertake, upon the conclusion of the 
war, the earliest possible abandonment of 
those measures of censorship and of con- 
trol over the services of press and radio, 
which have been necessary in wartime.” 

That document was signed when there 
was a lot more clear thinking in the world 
about freedom of information than there 
is at the present time. Some of the na- 
tions that signed it have altered their con- 
ception of that freedom considerably.

adopted. Every one who replied answered “Yes.” 

“T have been married 30 years and have five children,” 
Mrs. N. reports, “but I am still in the dark as to who I am! 
My foster parents claimed they knew nothing of my own 
people. I went to the agency from whjch I was taken, but 
received no information at all there. Words cannot express 
the moments of wondering and longing just to know some- 
thing about myself. I hope that some day something will be 
done for the many adopted children who are denied their 
identity!”

MRS. MeC. WAS ADOPTED when she was two years old, 
but “I didn’t know of the fact until I was 18. Then, a couple 
of years later, I discovered I had twin brothers three years 
my junior. I found out my family name but that was all. 1 
have written to the State House, but they would give out no 
information about my parentage. I am of age and*feel I have 
‘a legal right to know who and what my parents were!” 


Mrs. McC., adopted as an infant, was told of this fact , 


when she was six. “As I grew older I wondered about my 
parents. I was told to forget them and made to feel ashamed 
because I wasn't grateful because I happened 4o be taken into 
a home where more was done for me than my own mother 
would have done. Little by little, various canflicting stories 
came out. I traced my father, but found him silent and un- 
sympathetic. He said that if he had to do it over again he 
would do the same thing. I traced a sister who took me to 
see a grave she said was my mother’s; but there was no name 
on it. I imagine all sorts of things—and the truth, no matter 
how bad. would be such a relief! It is unutterably cruel for 
anyone to make it so hard for a child to understand.”

MISS E. BRINGS OUT another side of it: “There are so 
many things that go through my mind. I have a good job. 
Maybe I have a mother who is old and helpless. I could help 
her.

Bishop-Elect Who Likes Baseball, Fishing 


The Rev. Arthur C. Lichtenberger Was College Athlete, Served 
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lighter than his th 
oxford-gray clerical suit. 


Louis last weekend to be guest 
preacher at Easter services at the 
Church of St. Michael and St. 
George, and he was guest at the 
home of the rector, the Rev. 
J. Frank Sant, who, incidentally, 
was himself one of the candidates 
for the post to which Dr. Lich- 
tenberger was recently elected. 


For the present, Dr. Lichten- 
berger explained, he will be 
known as bishop coadjutor, which 
means that he will assist Bishop 
Scarlett until the latter’s retire- 
ment, gradually taking over his 
duties until he leaves in the fall 
of 1952. Dr. Lichtenberger was 
the final choice from a large list 
of prominent churchmen selected 
by a nominating committee seek- 
ing a successor to Bishop Scar- 
lett. The final selection was made 
last November by .convention of 
the diocese, which was attended 
by all the clergy and lay dele- 
gates from each parish—one dele- 
gate for each 50 communicants 
The 
diocese covers the eastern half 
of Missouri, including Jefferson 
City and Columbia. 

Dr. Lichtenberger’s consecra- 
tion as bishop, which takes place 
on April 5, will be an auspicious 
occasion in Episcopal circles. In 
fact, it is the first such ceremony 
to be held in St. Louis since 
Bishop Scarlett was consecrated 
in 1931, and it will attract digni- 
taries of the church from all over 
the United States. 

In accordance with the ancient 
ceremony, which goes back to the 
days of the English Reformation, 
three bishops will be official con- 
secrators of the bishop-elect, 
while the other bishops present 
will join in the “laying-on of 
hands.” In the Protestant Episco- 
pal church, as in some other 
churches, the rite of consecration 
consists of at least three bishops 
Jaying their hands on tHe head of 
a man being elevated to a church 
office. 

The chief consecrator will be 
Dr. Henry Knox Sherill, the 
church’s presiding bishop, whose 
picture, incidentally, was on the 
cover of Time magazine last week. 
The co-consecrators will be Bishop 
Scarlett and the Rt. Rev. Alfred 
H,. Gilman, retired missionary 
bishop of Hankow, China. 

The consecration services will 
begin with a solemn procession 
into Christ Church Cathedral led 
by the cathedral choir. Dr. Lich- 
tenberger will be escorted in the 
procession by two attending pres- 
byters, Dr. Sant and the Rev. 
Louis Van Ess, D.D., of Oneonta, 
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Dispatch Staff Photographer.

N.Y. At the conclusion of the 
procession he will be seated with 
his attendants at the head of the 
middle aisle until after the 
preaching of the consecration ser- 
mon. 

The Bishop of Newark, the Rt. 
Rev. Benjamin M. Washburn, 
D.D., Dr. Lichtenberger’s bishop 
(until after the ceremony) will be 
the preacher. At the conclusion 
of the sermon the presenting 
bishops will escort the candidate 
to the altar rail where the con- 
secration itself will take place, 
following which the attending 
presbyters will assist him in don- 
ning his bishop’s vestments. 

Bishop-elect Lichtenberger was 
born in Oshkosh, Wis., in 1900, 
“and I never have any trouble 
remembering how old I am,” he 
joked. “Whatever the year is, 
that’s my age.” His father was 
2 merchant “and you might call 
him a politician,” he said, and 
then changed his mind. “Maybe 
you'd better not call him a poli- 
tician, because it doesn’t sound 
so good, and he wasn’t really. He 
became president of the city coun- 
cil because of his interest in 
better government.” 


It was sometime during his 
high school career that the future 
bishop made his decision. “I was 
always interested in the church 
and church activities, and I sim- 
ply decided it was something I 
wanted to do. There wasn't,” he 
said with a smile, “anything very 
dramatic about it.” 

ae ee 

E attended the University of 

Wisconsin for a time, after 

which he switched to Kenyon 
College at Gambier, O., a church 
school. At Kenyon he was some- 
thing of an athlete, as Dr. Sant, 
his St. Louis host, was able to 
testify. ‘He caught and I pitched,” 
Dr. Sant recalled, “and he was a 
pretty good catcher.” He also 
played basketball and football. 

He is 5 feet, 9 inches tall, and 
when he was in college he 
weighed 160 pounds. Today he 
weighs 170 pounds, and has the 
physique of a much younger man. 

“I used to play tennis a lot,” he 
added, “and I hope to play again 
here. Doubles only, of course.” 

“You get yourself a partner,” 
said Dr. Sant, “and I know a team 
in the clergy that will challenge 
you, and one of them is 65 years 


old and the other is 63.” This 
doubles team, Dr. Sant revealed, 
consists of Dean Sidney Sweet 
and himself. 

After graduating from Kenyon, 
Dr. Lichtenberger went to Bexley 
Hall, a theological school, for a 
year, and then to the Episcopal 
Theological School at Cambridge, 
Mass. His first assignment, after 
graduation, was to China, an as- 
signment he asked for because 
“I felt there was a great need 
for people to go there and teach.” 

His three years in China have 
given him some quite definite 
views about the situation in China 
today and its relations to the rest 
of the world. 

“It’s a very unrealistic thing,” 
he says, “to think that anything 
can be made of the Nationalist 
Government. They were a power- 
ful force at one time, and there 
was hope they could bring the 
country out of chaos. Now the 
Nationalist Government is just a 
remnant of what it once was. I 
still have a feeling that something 
will develop, which will be dis- 
tinctly Chinese. It may be a form 
of Communism, but it will be a 
Chinese form. I think our present

Test for Influenza Virus

of Yourself 
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HREE distinct viruses cause 

influenza minor, so-called flu. 

They are called type A or 
FM1, type A prime or Lee, and 
type B or PR8. As always, re- 
search scientists give cryptic 
symbols to their discoveries. The 
A prime or Lee virus is causing 
recent and present British and 
American influenza. 


These viruses are identified in 
a curiously odd sort of indirect 
method which was actually dis- 
covered by accident. 


When Dr. George Hirsh of ‘the 
Rockefeller Institute was working 
with a virus of influenza, he in- 
jected it into an egg embryo to 
grow. Usually, before the fluid 
is drawn off around the egg em- 
bryo—the virus filled fluid—the 
egg is cooled in the refrigerator 
for a half hour to lessen the 
bleeding and consequent contami- 
nation.

Obviously, South might have 
started off with one club, and 
many fine players would prefer 
that opening, but the actual no- 
trump bid had considerable merit. 
There is nothing inherently wrong 
in bidding a no-trump instead of 
a suit when holding a five-card 
minor suit. 

West, with almost identical 
holdings in the red suit, opened 
his fourth-highest heart because 
it is usually preferable to lead a 
major suit against a no-trump 
contract—the theory being that 
the opponents are less apt to have 
length there than in the minors. 
It did not work out that way in 
this instance, but the lead was 
nevertheless highly favorable to 
the defense, since a diamond 
opening,. giving South the king, 
would have made the play much 
easier. After this diamond lead, 
South, with a sure entry in hearts, 
would have no choice but to lay 
down the top clubs in the hope 
of dropping the queen, whereas 
after the heart lead—but we shall 
see what happened! 

Declarer ducked the opening 
lead in dummy and won with his 
own king. Then, however, he 
was afraid to lay down the top 
clubs! Even if the queen fell and 
the jack took care of the missing 
ten, South felt that he might not 
get back to his own hand! So, in 
the hope that West would make 
a favorable shift, South laid 
down the heart queen. West's 
shift, however, was not favorable! 
He switched to his diamond 
deuce, and after that, the fall of 
the club queen did South no real 
good. The enemy had to get 
three diamonds, one heart and 
one spade. 

South should have cashed the 
top clubs immediately and then 
the club jack, and given less 
worry to his own re-entry. After 
all, the chance to get in with 
the diamond king was pretty 
good, or, failing that, with the 
spade queen.
